COVENT GARDEN THEATRE. 

As yet Madame Vestris’s present campaign has disclosed no movements 
of a very hostile kind towards the enemy, but a vigorous sortie is, we 
perceive, intended to take place on the 25th of the present month. The 
great gun which will be brought into play on that date, and which we 
trust will go off with effect, is shaped as‘a five act Comedy, Vanity; or, 
whatwill the world say? and it is expected that the forces of the lessee will 
sadly harrass the enemy’s camp. Should, however, this gun (we hope not a ~ 
heavy peice of ordnance) mis-fire, we hear that Madame Vestris has a 
good stand of small arms ready for action ata moment’s notice. The 
Merry Wives of Windsor was performed last evening, and received the 
utmost applause at the hands of its audience. Our opinion of the chaste 
and beautiful manner in which this Comedy has been put upon the boards 
by Madame Vestris, is well known to our readers. The cast was, with 
one exception, the same as last year, The substitution of Mrs. Glover 
for Mrs. C. Jones, will be deemed by the public a decided improvement. 
Mrs. Glover's acting was characterized by all that richness of humour for 
which she stands unrivalled, the full rotundity of her voice and person 
keeping up the effect, and her cheerful and musical laugh still rings in 
our ears right merrily. Mr. C. Mathews kept the house in one continued 
roar of laughter as Captain Patter, in his own clever Burletta, called 
Patter v. Clatter. He introduced some new hits in his song of ‘‘ Re- 
miniscences of things that were not,” which were received with immense 
applause. There is a terseness and vigorous off-hand style about his act- 
ing in this peculiar range of characters, that place him in the gap left by 
the late Charles Mathews. The mantle of the father has fallen grace- 
fully on the shoulders of the son. The afterpiece was Brother Ben, in 
which Miss Cooper played Mrs. Brougham’s part much better than its 
original representative, and that formerly acted by Mrs. C. Jones was 
given to Mrs. Tayleure ; a change not for the better. Mrs. C. Jones 
has no equal on the stage, with the exception of Mrs. Glover, and there 
is apleasantry and genuine good humour in all she does, which are scarcely 
compensated for by Mrs. Tayleure’s harsh voice and vinegar aspect. We 
understand the new Comedy of Vanity is by Mr. Sheridan Knowles. 

HAY-MARKET THEATRE. 

Last evening Sir E. L. Bulwer’s Comedy of Money attained its 97th 
representation. It is now withdrawn for the present. Mrs. Stirling was 
the representative of Clara Douglas, and did credit to the character. 
The Boarding School, and Bob Short, followed.

After the celebration of the marriage, Rafaelle discovers to his horror

i not one of the most pleasing and attractive, but the taste of the Victoria 
audience seems to have been very well suited, and the piece was very 
successful. 

Ventriloquism.—Poor Lee Sugg’s talents as a ventriloquist appear 
to be underrated in Mathews’s memoirs. He was as superior to Alex- 
ander in this art as the latter was to Mathews The great difficulties in 
ventriloquism is to conceal the motion of the lips; no one could do this 
like Lee Sugg. We have seen him present his full front to the audience 
with the head erect, and mouth open, and count twenty with an artificial 
infantine voice, without the smallest trace of labial pronunciation.
